A sur-
geon was cilled and the ball was extrac
ted. It is believed that Hubbard cau
vot long survive. In the community
where he had so long resided, he has
enjoyed a reputation for good bebhevior
and peaceable dispositicn.
Imwmediately on firing the fatal shot
Gerrand fled. He is now a fugative
from justice, although it is by no means
probable that he can long elade the
officers who are on his track. The
constable of Champoeg offers a reward’
of 350 for the spprehegsion of Ger-
rand.
